Twelve local residents may have a 
happier holiday thanks to Uncle Sam

Some local residents who 
have not yet received a refund 
from their last year's income 
tax return may be getting an 
early Christmas present from 
Uncle Sam. D 

The Internal. Revenue 
Service has begun its’ annual 
search for taxpayers who have 
not .claimed refund checks,’ 
mostly from 1996 income tax 
returns, There are nine Belle 
Glade residents on the list and 
three Canal Point residents, 

They include Belle Glade res- 
ident, or former residents: 
Artura and Juan : Moralez, 
Reniberto and Maril Moya, 
Alonzo Simmons, Jr., Christiali 
Bertilus, Hanio Camejo, Gloria 
Edwards, „Heraldo Leopold, 
Delilah Logan and Amos 


Young. The list also gives 
Canal Point residents Jose and 
Ruis Castro, Juan C. Fonseca 
and Ciela »and Armando 
Ramirez. 

The IRS says these people 
have.not claimed refund checks 
that were mailed to their last 
known address. 

In Soyth Florida, about 5,000 
taxpayers have’ not claimed 
refund checks IRS mailed- to 
them. Unclaimed refunds in 
the state total almost $6.8 mil- 
lion ($4.2 million in South 
Florida alone). Checks range 
for $1 to.several thousand dol- 
lars. The average check in 
South Florida is $841. x 

The IRS says taxpayers caħ 
eliminate the possibility of lost, 
stolen or undeliverable refunds 
by electirig direct deposit. IRS 
District Director Bruce R. 


Thomas said, “Again this year 
direct deposit is easy to use - 
jus. two extra. lines to.complete 
in the refund area of the. tax 
form.”

Sheriff's detectives say 
Darby was “ski boarding,” 
using a board similar to a surf- 


board, when he was hit by 
anther parachutist. He spun 
out of control and never opened 
his backup parachute. 

Darby landed in Lake 
Okeechobee and nearby fisher- 
men pulled him out of the 
water. He was pronounced 
dead at Everglades Regional 
Medical Center in Pahokee.

“The Lord led me into full time 
ministry in 1991 and I never 
practiced law again. Brenda

and start giving life.” 

The Rays now head a multi- 
million dollar ministry based in 
West Palm Beach. In additión 
to their church of over 2,000 
souls at Redemption Pointe By 
The Lake, they also have a 
community Educational and 
Recreation Center, a Perform- 
ing Arts Center, Day Care and 
Educational Facilities.

these storage components fill 
up and levels approach the reg- 
ulation stage, water managers 
open structures and let water 
drain out of these areas also. 
This is done so well and effi- 
ciently that we pay little atten- 
tion to it. But it is an essential 
and inescapable part of life in 
South Florida. 


What price drainage? 

While we can't live, without 
dråinage, we frequently bemoan 
the price we pay to live with it. 
Drainage has had two major 
negative side-effects that are 
the fundamental problems we 
are dealing with in South 
Florida - water quality detério- 
ration and reduced water sup- 
ply. The coastal reaches of 
Southeast. Florida - the West 


Palm Beach to Miami region - 
drain through the canal system 
into the intracoastal, bays and 
ultimately the ocean. Consider- 
ing the growing demand for 
water in this area, we often 
think of these discharges as 
being wasted to-tide and wish 
there were some way to capture 
the billions-of gallons of fresh 
water that are shunted to the 
Atlantic every year. If you've 
ever flown along the east coast 
after a major storm you can't 
miss the black plume of water 
billowing out of the inléts. This 
is urban stormwater runoff-car- 


rying with it sediments, nutri- ` 


ents, heavy metals and other 
untreated pollutants into the 
ocean. - : 

Unlike the coastal areas, 
whith drain from west to east, 
the interior of south Florida 
drains primarily from north to 
south/southeast. The Kissim- 
mee. River drains into Lake 
Okeechobee. The lake - as big 
asit is - is equipped to drain to 
“the east (through the St. Lucie 
River) and-the west (through 
the Caloosahatchee River) as 
well as through the canal sys- 
tem to the. south: The 


Everglades Agriculture Area > 
one of the few developed areas 
that discharges water into the. 
Everglades - drains southward 


"into the Water Conservation 


Areas. The Conservation Areas 
drain into Everglades National 
Park, and waters from the Park 
and southern Dade County 
drain into Florida Bay and the 
Gulf of Mexico. ` 
As noted earlier, drainage 
* has already reduced theysize of 
the Everglades by half but 
more importantly, drainage has 
interrupted the hydropattern - 
of the natural system - the|tim- . 
ing, volume and geographiedis- 
tribution of water as it flows 
through the system. Drainage 
has carried with it nutrients 
from agricultural operations, 
phosphorus in ` particular, 
which have, been linked to the 
growth of cattails at key dis- 
charge. structures emptying 
into the Water Conservation 
Areas: Much debate has 
focused on water quality and 
millions of dollars are being 
spent to address it. But there . 
are much greater threats to the 
Everglades than phosphorus.

It is one of the most coated: 


`I versial theories in the history 


of science. And, beginning next 
week, it will be debated by rep- 
resentatives from around the 
world at the United Nation’s 
Climate Conference in Kyoto, 
Japan. 

It is the greenhouse theory: 
the claim that carbon dioxide 
produced in large quantities by 
industrial societies is warming 
the planet. 


Since first raised óver a_ 


decade ago, the issue of global 
warming has created wide divi- 
sions in science. Some 
researchers are firm believers 
in the greenhouse effect, argu- 
ing that a continuation of glob- 
al warming could spell disaster 
for all life on earth during the 
next century. 
Others, however, disagree, 
+ contending the computer mod- 
.els used to predict changes in 
the. climate are notoriously 
inaccurate. Most scientists 
«take a middle road, suggesting 
it would be unwise to ignore 
the threat of global warming. - 
_ What makes this issue so 
controversial and confusing is a 
bounty of conflicting data. Just 
when it seems that one scien- 
tist has proved that greenhouse 
gases are raising the earth’s 
temperature, along comes 
nother. researcher with evi- 
dence proposing that industrial 
society bears no responsibility. 
‘Two recent studies conducted 
by ec stent, responsible sci- 
entists are good examples of 
‘tle quandary over global 
v: rming. In the firat study, a 
1 of scientists examined 


weather satellite data of the 
waters surrounding the Arctic 
and the Antarctic. In thé sec- 
ond study, researchers focused 
on what impact the sun may 
play in global warming. 

The first group- discovered 
that there has beeri an increase 
in the ice covering the Antarctic 
waters and'a decrease'in the 
extent of the Arctic Sea ice. The 
scientists say that this asym- 


‘metrical trend “is consistent” 


with the theory of global warm- 
ing. 

The second study suggests 
that greenhouse gases have 
very little to do with climate 
change. Instead, this group of 
scientists blame the sun for the 
rise in the earth’s temperature. 

Their study says the sun's 
variability could account for 
virtually all the global warm- 
ing measured to date. 
Researchers think the sun's 11 
year sunspot cycle may some- 
how be responsible for fluctua- 
tions in the world's tempera- 
ture. 

Confused? Just imagine how 
delegates to the United 
Nation's conference must feel. 
Taey will be asked to forge 


agreements that would help 
preserve a".i protect the global 
environment. Höw can we 
expect the delegates to agree 
when the scientists can't make 
up their minds? 

Five years ago, leaders from 
178 nations met in Rio de 
Janeiro for the first Earth 
Summit. At that meeting, dele- 
gates did agree, recognizing 
global warming as a "potential 
problem” and asking nations to 
voluntarily reduce émissions of 
carbon dioxide. 

Yet, most countries have 
ignored the goals and continue 
to release greenhouse - gases. 
Delegates to next week's meet- 
ings have promised to come up 
with a tougher enforcement 
plan. 

Thomas Huxley once said 
that science is “organized com- 
mon senge, where many a 
beautiful theory was killed by 
an ugly fact.” At present, global 
warming is a beautiful theory 
that continues to flourish 
despite a flurry of ugly facts.

Getting an education - small cost, big payoff

Editor's note: Ms. Ford is the 
manager of the Department of 
Federal Programs for the Palm 
Beach County School System.

I spent one momentous week 


, of my summer sharing with 


some of the most dynamic edu- 
cational leaders in the nation 
at Nova Southeastern’s 1997 
Summer Institute. One com- 
mon thread running through- 
out the entire institute was the 
necessity for schools and com- 
munities to collaborate in cre- 
ating effective schools - miti- 
gating the once common 
thought that education was 
primarily the responsibility of 
the schools. We were privileged 
to be addtessed by people who 
seemingly have a grasp of 
‘what it takes to truly educate 
children in preparing them to 
do well in life. 

Addressing us the very ‘first 
day was former Governor of 
New York, Mario Cuomo. He 
brought a rousing message res- 
onating the maxim that one’s 
needs must take precedence to 
mere wants. If this nation 
needs to remain the world's 
leader in this international 
society, then it is requisite that 
we give our utmost attention to 
education. Otherwise, we will 
continue losing our edge in the 
world arena. 

It can no longer be just the 
school's responsibility to edu- 
cate our populous. The job is 
too big. It is much too complex. 
“It takes a village to raise a 
child” can no longer be argued 


as a trite expression. It should 
become a mantra or affirma- 
tion that we repeat daily to 
keep us focused. If one cannot 
share in this belief, then we 
are doomed to keep repéating 
the same failures we are cur- 
rently experiencing. 

Now, as educational leaders, 
how do we go about pulling all 
the:necessary players together 
to achieve this singular mis- 
sion of educating the populous? 
I believe the first step is to 
identify the players and make 
sound determinations as to 
how we define education. 
When a reasonable definition 
has been agreed upon, the next 
step is to decide on the mis- 
sion. What do we hope to 
accomplish? Why are we edu- 
cating people? Another very 
important question to answer 
is; Who do we educate? Fur- 
thermore, how do we deter- 
mine who to educate and/or 
how do we make that. decision? 
These are all honest questions 
that require honest answers. 
They require a searching of our 
very.souls - remembering that, 
we must live with our choices. 

Once the players have 
agreed on these answers, a 
decision must be made on how 
everything will be financed. 
Who will pay for what and 
why? For example, during the 
spring, I met a group of finan- 
cially secure businessmen who 
wanted to make a meaningful 
contribution to education. The 
founder,'a Dallas-based multi- 
millionaire, shared with me 
that his goal was to positively 
impact at least 25 percent of 
elementary school children. I 
admire Ais passion for his mis- 


sion. He was clear about wha@® 
he wanted and how he wanted 
to accomplish it. He was will- 
ing to invest in this mission his 
time, his money, and resources. 
So must we as educational 
leaders. Our visions must be 
clear, and we must be commit- 
ted to our mission. 

I cannot over emphasize the 
importance of investing wholl@ 
in childrén, understanding 
that they will be the care 
givers of tomorrow. When we 
can all step back and assess 
the quality oi jobs we are 
doing in pøepa: bur children 
for enjoyiig life, at least at the 
level we currenfly enjoy, then 
we can honestly say we hav; 
made progress. Our children 
should be valued and honored 
as treasures from God. We 
should invest in them with the 
same passion and give. them 
the same attention that we 
give to our mutual funds, our 
IRAS, our stocks and bonds, 
etc. - knowing how great the 
returns will be if we can just 
hang in there. "`

We have an opinion or perhaps 
a passing sympathetic thought. 
But, for information to shock 
us into an attentive state, we 
must be living it or al least be 
close to someone living it. 

So, I am very much involved 
in gulf War syndrome. I know 
what legislation is passed and 
what it really means to the 
veteran and their families -- 
not what the government or 
media s: it means. I know. 
when it is really a break- 
through and when it is just 
hype. And I know firsthand 
about the change in lifestyle, 
the stress, the humiliation, the 
«fear and the sadness that per- 
meates every life touched by 
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this “non-existent” disease. 

Those in power said, “There 
are no sick vets,”; then, "well, 
maybe a few, but they are 
being taken care of.” 

Then, “There was absolutely 
no chemical or biological 
weapons used...yes, all these 
alarms malfunctions.” 

And, “Well, we did blow up 
some chemical stuff, a few 
hundred people were 
exposed...oh...the wind cur- 
rents, maybe there were 


15,000 exposed...whoops...you 
know the whole story? Well, 
then maybe there were as 
many as 100,000.”

The CDC 
encourages people with dia- 
betes to get safe, effective flu 
shots before flu season begins 
this fall. 

During flu epidemics, death 
rates among people with dia- 

Å setes increase five to 15 per- 
cent, and each year 10,000 to 
30,000 people with diabetes die 
from complications of the flu or 
‘pneumonia. Many of those 
\deaths may, be prevented 
through vaccinations.

unaware that the disease can

more vulnerable to severe 
| cases or even death from the 
flu,” says Dr. Frank WVinicor,

Diabetes Translation at CDC. 
“A flu shot is an easy, safe, pre- 
ventive measure that people 
‘with diabetes should take to 
| protect: themselves from the 
risks associated.with the flu.”

Infectious diseases are noth- 
ing to play with, believe me. 
More than 17 million people 
died from infectious diseases in 
1995. The biggest killers were 
acute ‘respiratory infections, 
such as pneumonia, and diar- 
theal diseases such as cholera, 
typhoid and dysentery; tuber- 
culosis and malaria, The World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
produces an annual report on 
the state of global health.*In 
this report, some of the major 
areas of concern are: 
eDrug-resistant strains of 
microbes (germs) that cause 
tuberculosis, malaria, cholera, 
diarrhea and pneumonia are 
having deadly impact. Some 
bacteria are resistant to as 


reducing the 
risk of hospi- 
talization and 
death. 

The flu is a 
respiratory illness caused by a 
virus. It is characterized by an 
abrupt fever, muscle soreness, 
sore throat and a nonproduc- 
tive cough. 

A flu shot is needed each year 
because flu viruses can change 
from one year to the next. 

It's always good advice to 
check with your doctor before 
getting this or any other vacci- 
nation, but don't be afraid of 
getting the flu from the vacci-" 
nation - it doesn't contain a live 
virus. Some people wrongly 
assume that if they catch a cold 
shortly after receiving a flu 
vaccine, it was the shot that 
made them sick. But that’s not 
so - a cold virus is completely 
different from a flu virus. 

Indiyiduals who live around 
people with diabetes ‘should 
.algo get a flu shot to a¥oid pass- 
ing the illness along to them. 

The CDC recommends, that 
people with diabetes also 
receive a vaccination for pneu- 
mococcal disease, the cause of, 
the most common form of pneu- 
monia. It is safe to take along 
with a flu vaccine, ‘and one dose 
provides lifelong protection for 
most people. 

Talk to your doctor to learn if 
you should take these impor- 
tant vaccines.

many as 10 different drugs. 
Resistant bacteria are respon- 
sible for up to 60% of hospital- 
acquired (nosocomial) infec- 
tions in the United States. 
«Cancer of the stomach, 
cervix and liver are associated 
with viruses and bacteria. More 
than 1.5 million of the 10 mil- 


lion new cancer cases a year 
could be avoided by prevemting 
infections associated with 
them. 

In the late 1970s, the com- 
mon thought among health 
communities was that TB, or 
tuberculosis, was almost a 
thing of the past. TB sanitari- 
ums“ were beginning to close 
down all over the country due 
to the lack of patients. But then 
AIDS and HIV-positive 
patients came along and 
changed all of that. Those of 
you over the age of 40 can 
remember receiving your one- 
time vaccination for smallpox 
that left an ugly scar on your 
arm. Thank goodness our chil- 
dren haven't had to go through 
that as smallpox is considered 
a “dinosaur” now and quite 


extinct. 

The WHO has good news to 
report: Slated to join smallpox 
on the extinct’ list is polio, 
which is targeted for global 
eradication by the. year 2000. 
There are now 145 countries 
free of this disease. Leprosy is 
steadily declining and “should 
no longer represent a signifi- 
cant public health problem 
within the next few years,” says 
the annual report. 

In the 1950s and 60s, scien- 
tists thought that with an arse-. 
nal of antibiotics they would 
coriquer infectious See 
But in the 1990s, they know 
better. Bacteria rapidly are out- 
smarting antibiotics. Old 
scourges (like TB) are back, 
and new ones are emerging, 
wreaking havoc from remote 


Third World villages to the 
modern First World cities. 
Americans, especially baby 
boomers, have lost the “healthy 
respect for microbes” that those 
who grew up in the pre-antibi- 
otic.era had. I've seen mothers 
refuse to leave the pediatri- 
cian’s office until they had a 
prescription for an antibiotic, 
even if the child-only had a 
virus that the antibiotic “would 
not touch”. They felt that 
antibiotics could cure anything 
and used them indiscriminate- 
ly. Now we know better and 
should use them only when 
doing so will eradicate an infec- 
tion in the body. Until, next 
time...stay informed and stay 
healthy. 


Federal agency recommends chiropractic care
